PHILADELPHIA, March 9. 


We are favored by captaisi Lloyd Jones, of the Benja- 
hia Franklin, from Bourdeaux, with Paris papers to the 
tof January lalt, and Bourdeaux papers to the sth, from 
which we have had tranflated a few articles for this day’s 
Paper. Capt. Jones has alfo furnifhed us with a lift of 46 
Awerican veflels carried into different ‘ports of France, 
between the rhof November 1796, and aft of O&ober, 
4797, all which, except a brig cailed the Amiable Matil- 
fa, have beea coedemed by the tribunals of the depart. 
ments, from which fome hed appealed to the high court 
i caifation at Paris, but mof of che concerned confidered 
fecli on appeal as tending to expence, without anfwesing 
ay good purpole, ' 





Capt. fones taforms, that the mol aftive preparations 
were making ia France for the projefted invaiion of En- 
giand ; that all towas thoughout the republic, and the 
merchants, had came forward with contusbutions for this 
purpufe; and that even the fithing boats were held in se- 
guiftion, It was reported that an atmy of 150,000 men 
were ia readinels, Twenty two veffels had been lauach- 
ed at Nantz within a Very fhort time, intended for pri- 
vateers, mountiog from 18 to 26 guns, five of which were 
{pecially defigned toi the coaft of America ia the fpring. 
The Americans at Pass were treated with manifeR difre- 
fpect. The Portuguefe ambafledor at Paris had been im- 
prifoned, upon what pretext capt. Jones could not learn, 
Report was alfoin circulation, that an attempt had beca 
made to poifon General Buonaparic agd two of the Di- 
reGtors. 

It is expe&ted that az foon as the Commiffioners fhould 
leave Paris, orde:s would be iflued for the indifcriminate 
feizure of all American veflels. Capt. Jones was chafed
